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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NUMBER  464  - 1923 


For  the  alteration  of  the  present  street  lines  on  Darrow 
Avenue  from  Calhoun  3-treet  to  Clinton  Street,  by  vacating  a portion 
of  the  same  and  widening  other  portions  of  Darrow  Avenue  described. 

RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  alter  the  present 
street  lines  on  Darrow  Avenue  from  Calhoun  Street  to  Clinton  Street 
by  vacating  a portion  of  the  same  and  widening  other  portions  of 
Darrow  ..venue  between  said  Streets  above  described. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  changes  in  the  street 
line  of  Darrow  Avenue  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  Office  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  effected 
by  the  proposed  changes  in  the  present  street  lines  by  vacating  and 
widening  portions  of  the  above  described  Street  is  described  as 
all  lots  and  lands  abutting  on  Darrow  Avenue  from  Calhoun  Street 
to  Pi qua  Avenue. 

All  of  the  above  described  Streets  and  lots  and  land  effected 
being  situated  in  the  East  half  of  Section  14,  Township  30  North, 

Range  12  East  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne , Ind iana .

Gentlemen:-  The  Board  of  School  Irustees  in  their 
meeting  March  12,  1923  directed  me  to  write  to  your  honorable 
body  asking  for  two  matters 


First,  that  Darrow  Avenue,  between  Calhoun  Street  and 
Clinton  Street,  be  vacated  in  its  present  plan  and  layout,  and 
Second,  that  Darrow  Avenue,  between  Calhoun  and 
Clinton  Streets  be  re-located  in  a circular  form  to  correspond 
with  the  South  line  of  the  High  School  Athletic  Field.  Your 
Board  has  had  a plan  of  the  proposed  re-location  and  is  familiar 
with  the  facts  in  the  case.  It  is  understood  that  the  new 
street  is  to  be  four  feet  wider  than  the  old,  that  a six  foot 
sidewalk  is  to  be  built  along  the  wall  around  the  field. 

The  School  Board  feels  that  the  proposed  re-location 
can  work  only  a benefit  to  all  persons  concerned,  since  it  will 
add  to  the  beauty  of  the  High  School  Site,  will  provide  a larger 
driving  and  parking  space  in  the  vicinity  of  the  building  and 
will  not  interfere  with  easy  communication  from  Calhoun  to  Clinton 
Streets •
